ports current here, which, however, 
are 
not officially confirmed, 
arises 
out of an evident misunderstanding 
over the question of the neutralization 
of the Island of Sakhalin. 
According to the Japanese, the un­ 
derstanding reached on Tuesday con­ 
templated a mutual obligation on the 
part of the two countries not to for­ 
tify their respective possessions on 
the island. 
At St. Petersburg, how­ 
ever, there seems to have been an as­ 
sumption that the agreement involved 
freedom of action upon the part of 
Russia in this respect in the north of 
Sakhalin, with an obligation on the 
part of the Japanese not to fortify or 
use for strategic purposes the portion 
owned by her before 1876, which is 
to lie retroceded in the present treaty. 
It is expected on both sides, however, 
that the hitch, if it really exists, as 
reported, will shortly be straightened 
out, and it is believed that one of the 
subjects of Friday night’s conference 
related to this point. 
As a result of the reports made pub­ 
lic friday night 
by M. de .Martens 
and Mr. Dennison to their respective 
chiefs upon their work Friday after­ 
noon at the navyyard iii the drafting 
of a treaty of peace. 
M. Witte and 
Baron Montura had a brief conference 
in the former’s 
apartm ents 
at 8:30 
p. rn. regarding some details of trans­ 
lation aud the few points of interpre­ 
tation upon whit h the framers had 
been unable to reach complete accord. 
When Baron Romura left Mr. Denni­ 
son and Mr. Adachi, he entered the 
apartm ents of .bi. Witte, where they 
were joined by bl. de .Martens and Mr. 
Piancon. 
This conference lasted for 
about half an hour, when the Japanese 
returned to Baron 
Komura’s apart­ 
ments, leaving bl. W itte and his con­ 
ferees, w ho remained in conference 
for more than an hour. 


Agreement on Disputed Points. 


M. Witte and Baron Komura had no 
difficulty in coming to an agreement 
on the disputed points aud at Satur­ 
day's 
session 
the framers 
of the 
treaty expect to complete their work. 
The treaty must then be engrossed 
iii French and F.nglish in duplicate, 
which may take several days. 
It is 
stated that 
twelve articles 
of 
the 
treaty have 
been 
completed 
and 
agreed upon. 
It now seems probable 
that the fram ers will be able to con­ 
fine the treaty to fourteen articles in­ 
stead of fifteen, as was the original 
i n a ii*. 
bi. Witte continues to receive mes­ 
sages of congratulation from all over 
the 
world. 
He 
leads each 
one of 
them and gives directions to his sec­ 
retaries regarding the answers to be 
sent. 
Japan has refused to consent to the 
cessation of hostilities until the treaty 
of peace has been signed. 
The Rus­ 
sians reluctantly agreed to it. 
The effect of the armistice is that 
It becomes operative only upon the 
signature of the treaty by the pleni­ 
potentiaries and continues until the 
final exchange of ratification of the 
emperors of the two countries, 
it is 
tor this reason that 
the plenipoten­ 
tiaries who will themselves convey to 
their respective capitols the moment­ 
ous document, which to become bind­ 
ing 
must receive 
the signatures 
of 
their respective emperors, are anxious 
to leave at the earliest possible date, 
foregoing the innumerable invitations 
which have been showered upon them. 
Cable communication between Bar­ 
on Komura and his government was 
interrupted 
for the greater 
part of 
Friday, but a m essage is said to have 
been received late at night. 
Baron 
Komura and Mr. Takhira were in con­ 
ference for a long time Friday night. 
it is understood lo be the present 
intention of the Tokio government not 
to make public the conditions of peace 
until the ratification of the treaty has 
been exchanged. 
The official explana­ 
tion is that this is the “regular diplo­ 
matic 
method 
of procedure,” 
but 
among the 
Japanese correspondents 
considerable 
suspicion 
has

censor. 
They do not hesitate to say the gov­ 
ernment is anxious about tile effect on 
public opinion when it becomes known 
th at Japan waived her demand for in­ 
demnity to obtain peace.

Russia to Show Persian Ruler She Is 
Still a Creat Military Power. 
London, Sept. 2.—The correspond 
ent of the Morning Post at St. Peters­ 
burg asserts that the Russian gov­ 
ernment is making efforts to impress 
upon the shah of Persia that Russia 
is still a great military power. Some 
of the finest troops in the empire are 
now concentrated at St. Petersburg, 
according to the 
correspondent, ivho

AT EDGE OF CITY 


Rev. H. W. Knowles, A. A. Pearce 


and William Dodd Figure in 


Exciting Episode 


LOOK FOR CHICKENS FIND BEAK 


A. A. Pearce Had Narrow Escape 


From Dangerous Attack by 


Another Bear 


Throe bears were killed last evening 
by Rev. ii. VV. Knowles, A. A. Pearce 
and William Dodd within the city lim­ 
its and the incidents in connection with 
tho episode are best explained by Rev. 
Mr. Knowles who furnished T h e 
D i s ­ 


p a t c h with the following account: 
“I have been nominated to write you 
an account of the killing of three bears 
within the city limits last night by 
Messrs. Dodd, Pearce and Knowles. 
It 
came about this wise. 
About fifteen 
minutes to seven Mr. Pearce and my­ 
self were returning from a fruitless 
tramp around the Gibb s school house 
district for chickens when we reached 
Dodd’s greenhouse en route for home. 
Mr. McCullough, of the poor farm, was 
talking with Misses Rose and Faulkner, 
and as wo came into the sphere of the 
conversation 
ho turned 
to 
us and 
jollied us about going so far when the 
game was nearer home, at the same 
time calling our attention to a bear cub 
lying in a little go-cart. 
The young la 
dies pushed the cart over to our team 
and we saw “sure enough’’ a real bear 
cub. 
Then we were told th at only a 
few minutes previous four bears had 
been seen by the girls in the garden 
close to the house. (Faulkner's or Rose s 
I do not know which), and th a t Mr. 
Dodd had run at the alarm and shot 
one of the cubs. 
His rifle failing to 
work at the second shot, the bears had 
escaped into the brush and were then 
being trailed by several ooys arui men. 
Catching the excitement we turned the 
horses into tho side line running north 
from Dodd’s to the track and McCul­ 
lough followed with his team. 
About 
three hundred yards down the road we 
came to the hunt. 
Mr. Rose had head­ 
ed them ort' and they, the bears, had 
crossed the road just ahead of us. 
Mr. 
Pearce had three cartridges with buck 
shot he happened to put into his bag, 
half wondering why he did it when we 
started out for chickens. 
I had only 
No. 7 -hot, but trusted th a t the big 
bear might fall to Pearce and the cubs 
to me. 
Gordon, the setter, soon took 
the trail and within five m inutes he 
had caught up with the trio. 
This so 
incensed the old bear that she turned 
the tables and with guttral wrath took 
after Gordon. 
It was a pretty steeple 
chase for a couple of minutes. 
On they 
came till within two rods, dog and 
bears so close that shooting with shot 
might have killed both the dog as well 
as the bear, so close were the two. 
In a 
Hash the bears seeing the crowd turned 
into the thick willows skirting a bog. 
Quick as thought the dog wheeled ami 
gave chase. 
Then the fun became fast 
and furious. 
It was all over in a jiffy. 
“Here they come”, shouted the crowd, 
‘•stand back”, shouted Pearce, for fear 
that the boys might be hurt, for the old 
bear was madder than a hornet. 
I 
caught sight of tho cub climbing a tree 
and started to drop it. when with a 
rush and a roar that meant business the 
old bear charged the dog. 
Running 
backward, for the trail was so narrow 
and the bear ‘StJ'fast, the do 
turn, and the dog went past our legs, 
brushing mine in his hurry, and the 
bear came out. 
It was so dark that it 
was more guess than definite aim that 
enabled Pearce to bowl the old bear 
over as he did. 
Running at full speed, 
mouth open and roaring with that pe­ 
culiar 
staccato 
guttural th a t 
once 
heard at close quarters, is never forgot­ 
ten, she turned at us w ithout a break 


in her rush. 
At this juncture truth 
compels me to state that nay Epworth 
League president uttured an exclama­ 
tion not found in the prayer book. 
I 
have no knowledge of its origin, but I 
can realize its force under such circum­ 
stances. 
With one step back, almost 
butting against me, his right hand sup­ 
port, he shouted, “holy smoke!” and 
Ared. 
The bear s was not two feet from 
the muzzle of the gun. 
Instantly the 
air vs as thick with the cloud of smoke 
from the discharge. 
Stepping back­ 
ward for the second shot, expecting 
that she was still on the run, Pearce fell 
backward his foot having caught in a 
root. 
I stepped in between him and the 
smoke and waited for results; and am 
candid enough to say th a t I hoped I 
might see where to aim. having only 
bird shot.

John the Divine have made tin* seven 
chapels of the church national sanctu­ 
aries where allen Christians may wor­ 
ship in their own languages, one has 
been completed already and is popular­ 
ly called the Belmont chapel from the 
fact that the well ktiWVn New York 
banker, August Belmont, gave $ IOO,OOO 
for Its erection in memory of bis motli­ 
er. Another, on which work is begin­ 
ning, will be a memorial to Mary 
Rhinelander King and is the gift of 
Mrs. Edward King of New York and 
Newport. The latter Is to be called the 
Scot’s chapel and dedicated in the 
name of St. Columbia, being the chap­ 
el of tile British rite. 
The Belmont memorial is officially 
designated the chapel of the oriental 
rite, dedicated to tile Holy Name and 
Is to he called in common use St. Sa­ 
viour’s chapel, 
It is the easternmost 
of the seven, and it was therefore con­ 
sidered most appropriate to give it the 
name and dedication decided upon. 
With the ri e of marlolatry, as tin* *lo- 
glans cull tile worship of the Virgin 
Mary, it became the custom In the mid­ 
dle ages to add a “lady chapel” to the 
eastern end of all large churches, and 
so universal did tills custom become 
that a cathedral without such a sanc­ 
tuary Is not now regarded as complete. 
The title “lady chapel” did not seem 
appropriate, however, for any portion 
of a Protestant cathedral built after 
the Reformation. 
Tin* seven chapels, which are to he 
built as fast as the funds for them are 
forthcoming, 
will 
stand 
about 
the 
choir of tin cathedral in a semicircle. 
Knell will

enough for about a hundred persons, 
and the group will be separated from 
the rest of the edifice by a corridor, 
from which they will la* entered. 
The 
live remaining structures are to la* til** 
Swedes chapel, that of the Scandina­ 
vian rite; the Holland chapel, that of 
the Merman rite; tin* Italian chapel, 
the Huguenot chapel and the chapel of 
the Mozarahic rite, to ta* called the 
Spanish chapel.
